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Rail Strike 
Scheduled To 
Start Monday 


CHICAGO (AP) — The Broth­ 
erhood of Railway Signalmen 
says its 13.000 members will 
strike the nation’s railroads 
next week unless a final round 
of meetings beginning today ac­ 
complishes what the past 20 
months of negotiations have 
failed to. 
C.J. Chamberlain, union pres­ 
ident, said Monday the grand 
executive council ordered the 
strike for 6 a.m., local time 
next Monday. The action would 
halt all the nation’s rail service 
including fledgling Amtrak and 
commuter trains, he said. 
A f t e r Chamberlain’s an­ 
nouncement, W.J. Usery Jr., 
assistant secretary of labor, 
said a meeting was scheduled 
for today in Washington among 
representatives of the Labor 
Department, the union and the 
N a t i o n a l Labor Relations 
Board. If no agreement is 
reached, only a court order or 
congressional action could halt 
a strike. 
The union, Chamberlain said, 
is seeking a 54 per cent wage 
increase over three years, ret­ 
roactive to Jan. 1, 1970. The 
signalmen have been operating 
without a new contract since 
that date. 
The union received a 3 per 
cent increase July 1, 1969. 
Chamberlain said the current 
average wage for skilled signal­ 
men is $3.78 an hour. 
“It just doesn’t make sense 
that skilled employes must put 
up with substandard rates of 
pay, substandard working and 
living conditions in this day and 
age when their counterparts in 
outside industry . .. receive 
from $1.50 to $3.00 per hour 
more,” Chamberlain said. 
The union had called a strike 
for March 5, but President Nix­ 
on ordered a 60-day cooling off 
period and appointed an emer­ 
gency board to investigate the 
dispute. The board recommend­ 
ed pay hikes of up to 42 per 
cent over 42 months. The strike 
ban period ends at 12:01 a.m. 
Saturday. 
Chamberlain said past nego­ 
tiations have been fruitless. 


Defector Says 
Reds Mistreat 
War Prisoners 
SAIGON (AP) — A defector 
from North Vietnam said today 
that Hanoi subjects American 
prisoners of war to “brutal in­ 
terrogation” and exploits them 
intensively for strategic and 
prop a ganda purposes. 
Dr. Dang Tan, a former Com­ 
munist party official in the 
North, said the Communists 
“usually put the prisoners on 
parade through the streets of 
Hanoi and other cities.” 
Tan, who came to South Viet­ 
nam four years ago and de­ 
fected 20 months ago, said in a 
prepared statement read to a 
news conference: 
“American POWs are sub­ 
jected to all brutal inter­ 
rogation methods which the 
North Vietnamese skillfully em­ 
ploye to extract information 
from them. This includes brain­ 
washing 
and 
political 
in­ 
doctrination. It is the objective 
of the Central Committee pol­ 
icies to win over the minds of 
the American POWs. 
“The Central Committee of 
North Vietnam considers that 
American POWs must be in­ 
tensively exploited, both for 
strategic, intelligence and for 
propaganda purposes. The Min­ 
istry of Public Security and the 
Ministry of National Defense of 
North Vietnam compete with 
each other for the exploitation 
of the American POWs. North 
Vietnam blatantly violates the 
International 
Geneva 
Con­ 
vention of 1949 for the humane 
treatment of POWs by per­ 
mitting other Communist bloc 
countries, including the Soviet 
Union, Communist China, Cuba 
and others, to exploit the Amer­ 
ican POWs. This includes try­ 
ing to take advantage of the 
families and friends of these 
POWs in the United States.” 
Tan said Hanoi will not re­ 
lease all of the American pris­ 
oners “now or in the .future” 
because "the Communists be­ 
lieve the POWs are very com­ 
petent and will be useful to 
them in the future. They ire 
trying to use their talents now 
. . . Those POWs will not have 
a chance to go home.” 
Nixon Takes Command 
Of Fight Against Cancer 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Pres­ 
ident Nixon took personal com­ 
mand today of the fight to wipe 
out cancer, backed by a pro­ 
posed extra $100 million in fed­ 
eral funds. 
Proposed legislation for the 
war against the disease is 
awaiting House action, with the 
additional money included. 
Predicting that Congress will 
move the program along quick­ 
ly, Nixon said in a statement 
that “the time has now come 
for us to put our money where 
our hopes are . . . Our capacity 
for efficient management was 
instrumental in our efforts to 
split the atom and travel to the 
moon. Now we need to apply 
those same capacities to the 
conquest of cancer.” 
A special new agency would 
be set up within the National 
Institute of Health, to be desig­ 
nated as a Cancer-Cure Pro­ 
gram where it could take ad­ 
vantage of all wide-ranging re­ 
search now going on.

Nixon first voiced his deter­ 
mination to conduct this cancer 
war in his State of the Union 
message last January. He 
called then for an extra $100 
million for the effort. 
He said in his statement he 
was pleased that both Senate 
and House Appropriations Com­ 
mittees had approved the re­ 
quest in the last few days and 
that he is hopeful a House vote 
slated for today and a Senate 
vote to come later will comply 
with committee recommenda­ 
tions. 
Nixon told reporters that un­ 
less there is a breakthrough, 
one out of four Americans now 
alive—52 million in all—will be­ 
come victims of cancer.

Embittered Spanish-Americans 
May Turn To Terrible Violence’

WASHINGTON (AP) — Sen. 
Joseph M. Montoya says an in­ 
creasingly embittered and mili­ 
tant Spanish-speaking minority 
may turn to “terrible violence” 
unless it gets political power 
and equal opportunity. 
Montoya, the Senate’s only 
Spanish - named member, said 
he repeatedly has urged his 
people to work within the sys­ 
tem and to be moderate. 
But, the New Mexico Demo­ 
crat said in a Senate speech 
Thursday, the discrimination 
and bigotry has barely lessen­ 
ed, something the returning 
veterans of Vietnam won’t tol­ 
erate. 
The Spanish-American jobless 
rate is nearly twice that of any 
other group, their illiteracy 
rate is five times higher than 
Anglo-Americans, they are the 
target of prejudiced law enfor­ 
cers in the Southwest, and also 
among the minorities their 
television image is a totally de­ 
meaning stereotype, Montoya 
said. 
“America continues to pay 
loud lip service to the aspira­ 
tions of these people,” he said. 
“Such superficial concern is 
surpassed only by the paucity 
of what our society is doing to

need in past years to support 
n o n u n i o n grape growers 
through increased purchase of 
grapes.”

are 
drafted 
at dis­ 
proportionate rates and their 
death rate in Vietnam is at an 
exaggeratedly high level. 
Those who return face the 
difficulties — unchanged — they 
left.

Indiana’s Drab 
Fiscal Outlook 
INDIANAPOLIS 
(AP) 
- 
State Treasurer Jack L. New 
said Monday that it may be ne­ 
cessary for the state to live on 
a “hand-to-mouth” basis this 
summer to alleviate a money 
problem created by a lot of 
“bills” coming due at the be­ 
ginning of the fiscal year. 
Gov. Edgar D. Whitcomb, 
New and other state officials 
discussed the possibility of de­ 
laying payment of $16.6 million 
in inheritance tax funds to 91 
Indiana counties, but there was 
disagreement over whether this 
might be necessary. 
The 1971 Legislature provided 
that the money be paid by June 
30. The new fiscal year begins 
July 1. 
Other large “bills” coming 
due include distribution of about 
$46 million in flat grant money 
to public schools July 1, paying 
another $60 million in public 
school aid distributed by form­ 
ula July 15, and paying about 
$10 million in school transpor­ 
tation money Aug. 1. 
New said the consensus of the 
state officials Monday was that 
school aid should come first. 
But he said it was his opin­ 
ion that the inheritance tax 
payment, which has been or­ 
dered by a court decision, 
should be made on time if at 
all 'possible. 
The money problem is forcing 
the state to dip into deposits 
which aren’t technically consid­ 
ered “surplus,” although the 
money is there. 
New said he will liquidate 
about $50 million in state-held 
certificates of deposit June 1 
and July 1. And he said he 
plans to transfer state income 
to the auditor’s office on a day- 
to-day basis in order to help 
pay bills on time.

Jury selection continued today 
in the first degree murder trial 
of a Kentucky man accused of 
slaying the Fountain City town 
marshal and his deputy last 
June 7.

Sunday. 
Judge William B. Bryant de­ 
nied a request for a prelimi­ 
nary injunction against the im- 
postion of the higher rate that 
had been sought by the Maga­ 
zine Publishers Association and 
the American Newspaper Pub­ 
lishers Association. 
The U.S. Postal Service has 
scheduled the rate increases 
averaging about one-third of 
present rates to take effect on 
Sunday. 
Under the temporary increas­ 
es, a regular stamp will go 
from six cents to eight cents; 
airmail stamps from 10 cents to 
11 cents; post cards from five 
cents to six cents and second 
and third class rates will be in­ 
creased by approximately 30 
per cent. 
The magazine and newspaper 
publishers and three other or­ 
ganizations representing mai­ 
lers had contended that the 
temporary rate increase would 
be illegal since the Postal Rate 
Commission has not had time 
to consider the permanent rates 
sought by the Postal Service.

INDIANAPOLIS (AP) - In 
years past, drivers were well 
aware what speeds they and 
their opponents were capable 
of. Predictions of the speed 
needed to capture the pole posi­ 
tion for the Indianapolis 500- 
mile race were a dime a dozen. 
Not so this year. With only 
four days remaining before the 
first weekend of qualifications, 
it is nearly impossible to find 
a driver who’ll predict his own 
speed, let alone what speed will 
take the pole. 
The reason for the disap­ 
pearance of the traditional 
wholesale prophecies is 34-year- 
old Mark Donohue of Media. 
Pa. Nobody knows how fast 
this graduate engineer from. 
Brown University can really go 
in his McLaren-Oitenhauser. 
Donohue continued to stun 
nearly everyone at the Indian­ 
apolis Motor Speedway Monday 
as he tuned in a 177.340-mi tes - 
per-hour lap, second only in the 


history of the Speedway to his 
own 177.901 a week ago. 
He has consistently turned in 
lap speeds in excess of 176 
miles per hour, something un­ 
heard of here until this May. 
An unprecedented 11 drivers 
have joined the exclusive *‘170 
Club,” turning in at least one 
lap on the 2l£-mile track aver­ 
aging more than 170. 
Peter Rev son. 175.063: Bobby 
Unser. 175.0; Mario Andretti. 
174.520: A1 Unser. 174.4, and 
Mike Mosley, 174.4, have done 
the best behind Donohue. But 
the 2.9 miles per hour differ­ 
ence between Bobby Unser’s 
best and Donohue’s best looks 
nearly insurmountable. 
Al Unser, the man who sat 
on the pole and won the 1970 
race, sat in the grass near the 
pit wall Monday morning and 
shook his head. 
“There's no way i’m going to 
make a prediction (on the speed 
it will take to win the pole). 
Not the way Mark’s been run­ 
ning,” Unser said. 
He added, “There’s just no 


telling what the top could be.” 
Mosley, from Browns burg, 
Ind., had just turned four laps 
over 170, including a 174.048. He 
stood near his Eagle-Ford tak­ 
ing in the bright sunshine. 
“I’m pretty happy with the 
way we’ve been running, and I 
think we can still get some 
more speed out of the car. But 
I don't know* what kind of speed 
will take the pole. We’ve got a 
lot of work to do this week.” 
By Monday night, eight driv­ 
ers had turned in speeds sur­ 
passing the all time one lap 
record for qualifying, 171.953, 
set by Joe Leonard in a turbine- 
powered car in 1968. Leonard's 
qualifying record average of 
171.559 for 10 laps that same 
year looks anything but safe. 
It’s almost a certainty that 
Unser’s pole-taking average of 
170.221 last year will go by the 
boards if track conditions re­ 
main good. 
Donohue has to be the odds- 
on favorite for the pole, but 
with all that speed behind him 
he can’t feel too secure.

Nothing was gained on any side by the 
sorry spectacle of the May Day rallies in 
Washington last week. 
Contrasted with the impressive protest 
by the Vietnam veterans two weeks 
earlier, the obstructionism and vandal­ 
ism by milling thousands can only have 
• set back the cause they espoused. 
Sit-downs in the streets, sleep-ins on 
*•' the Mall, and nudity on the Capitol steps 
are hardly the stuff of which conscien­ 
tious protest against government policy 
are 
made. 
Many 
Americans, 
whose 
doubts about the Vietnam involvement 
may have been deepened by the veterans’ 
* protest, may have had second thoughts 
V. after the May Day debacle. 
On the government’s side, one must be 
.‘ grateful that the lessons on police vio- 
. lence at Chicago and Kent State Univer­ 
s i t y were largely well learned. Guns 
stayed in their holsters. Night-sticks got 
■ * some exercising, but mainly against legs 
..rather than heads. And while tear gas 
may have ridden too heavily on the raw 
spring winds, it is better to have spilt 
_ tears than blood. 
This said, we also are disturbed about 
the way in which more than 12,000 per­ 
sons were swept off the streets by police. 
Casual passersby, on their way to jobs or 
classes, found themselves grabbed by po­ 
lice, loaded onto buses, and put into jails 
or open-air stockades, without regard 
for usual arresting procedures.. . 
It is tempting to underline some of the 
ironies in the situation. Demonstrators 
who were indiscriminate in harassing 
; Washington workers are now protesting 
* 
indiscriminate 
arrest; 
demonstrators 
who sought to suspend the process of law 
and impose anarchy on Washington are 
now demanding the protection of law. 
Despite these ironies, it is the obliga­ 
tion of a democracy to offer justice both 
to those who treasure it and those who 
abuse it. 
Mass arrests and abandonment of due 
process have no place in American soci­ 
ety. They are repugnant to all who hold 
police power to be subordinate to indi­ 
vidual constitutional rights. 
Perhaps this week’s sorry affair need 
not be a total loss if citizens learn from 
it that mass action, aimed at violating 
others’ rights by obstructionism, is self- 
defeating; and if the police realize the 
, 
neecj of further refining control tech- 
ñiques in handling mass protests.

Around and around it goes. In 
many ways covering the State- 
house beat is traveling in cir­ 
cles.

“ make 
do” 
with 
available 
money. 
To cover state government, 
you first make the rounds of 
all departments. They tell you 
the existing law covering their 
agency and innovations they are 
making to improve service. I 
have never found a department 
that was not doing the “best 
job ever done” under the exist­ 
ing conditions. Each has a few 
revisions to recommend in the 
law to improve service. The 
ideas are passed along to legis­ 
lative study committees. 
A reporter follows every sug­ 
gestion through the draft of pro­ 
posed legislation and hearings, 
both 
in 
the 
study 
commit­ 
tees and in the actual legislative 
session. By the time it is debated 
on the floor, it is “old news.” 
As soon as the session is over, 
ail agencies call press confer­ 
ences to describe how the new 
laws will affect their programs. 
Future interviews disclose how 
well every department is fun­ 
ctioning 
under 
existing 
laws, 
and what changes would help 
improve service, and you are 
back into the never ending cir­ 
cle. 
Newsmen were called to a 
press conference to explain the 
changes in the State Scholarship 
laws. J. Fred Risk. Indianapo­

banker

the State Scholarship Commis­ 
sion presided. He was assisted

The new law increases the 
maximum

scholarship 
from $800 to a top of $1,400, 
all of which must go for tuition 
and fees. A new requirement 
has been added to tighten con­ 
trol on student conduct. A scho­ 
larship can be denied or revoked 
if the applicant is convicted of 
illegal use of physical force or 
violence in a public demonsira- 
ion or a crime related to danger­ 
ous drugs. 
In the past, students were re­ 
quired to take an exam during 
their junior year. Awards were 
made first on scholarship and 
then on need. A new Educa­ 
tional Grant program was add­ 
ed which 
bases the awards on 
actual need only, regardless of 
scholastic ability. An appropri­ 
ation of $1,250,000 will carry 
the program through the next 
biennium. 
All state scholarships can now 
be used at the state endorsed 
Indiana Vocational and Technic­ 
al 
Institute 
(IVY-Tech). 
This 
eliminates a dichotomy which 
found 
the 
state 
withdrawing 
state 
scholarship 
funds 
when 
used in a state created institu­ 
tion.

TOKYO (AP) — Deprived of 
the props so dear to feminine 
hearts, the women of China 
nevertheless 
continue 
to 
be 
among the loveliest anywhere. 
Gone are the tight-fitting silk 
cheong-sam 
skirts 
with their 
provacative slits up the thigh. 
Gone are the lipstick, rouge, 
eyebrow pencil, hair curlers and 
fingernail polish without which 
most women would feel naked. 
Nakedness is not a problem 
for the women of the People’s 
Republic: They are amply cov­ 
ered in jackets and trousers not 
so much different from those 
worn by their menfolk. 
During my visit to Shanghai, 
Peking and Canton, I saw no 
skirts at all. 
There are no boutiques to dis­ 
play 
a 
fashion which never 
changes: no beauty parlors to 
style the hair. Women’s hair 
styles in China are simply and 
easily attended to by the or­ 
dinary barber. They come in 
three kinds: the revolutionary 
bob, twin pigtails braided and 
held together by bits of wool 
yarn, or the bun at the back 
favored by older women. 
I saw no earrings, braclets, 
expensive rings or necklaces on 
China’s women, except the very 
old and the very young. Old 
ladies, who look like the digni­ 
fied matrons of the Sung dynas­ 
ty 
statues, 
wore 
cherished 
brooches, combs or ear rings in 
pierced ears. Children, too, were 
gay with tassels and bells on 
their caps, bracelets on their 
chubby wrists and outfits of red, 
blue and green. 
The Chinese permit these ex­ 
tremes only at the beginning 
and near the end of life. The 
rest of the population-men and 
women alikeare studies in blue 
or brown, with an occasional 
dash of white or black thrown 
in. 
Gone, too, are the high heels 
of yesteryear; sensible, flat san­ 


dals, sneakers or cloth shoes, 
all eminently suitable for work 
in factory or field, have taken 
their place. 


Though the fashions of Paris, 
London or New York mean little 
to Chinese women, some of them 
are aware of the world of haute 
couture. They are the women 
engaged in turning out Western 
style dresses, coats, furs, hats 
and 
accessories 
for 
export. 
Their handiwork is on display 
at the Canton Trade Fair twice 
a year. 
A 
comparative 
handful 
of 
women get a chance to see the 
real thing as delegations from 
many countries troop through 
Peking, Shanhai and Canton. On 
the U.S. table tennis team’s trip 
they saw players in hippie garb 
and girls in minis and midis. 
What they thought of them was 
not recorded. 
Bound feet-the ‘‘lily feet” of 
the past, acquired through pain­ 
ful binding and sometimes ac­ 
celerated by the use of ground 
glass-are no more. 
Despite the absence of arti­ 
fice, beauty servives on its own. 
Life in the open may not do 
much for the fingernails, but 
it has brought a bloom to young 
cheeks as convincing as rouge. 
And the girls and women still 
have the poise, the personality 
and the charm which have long 
set Chinese women apart.

Welfare Pay 


FORT WAYNE, Ind. <AP) — 
A federal judge ruled Monday 
that Indiana does not have to 
pay welfare benefits for a child 
between 16 and 18 who is phys­ 
ically and mentally able to at­ 
tend school but who does not go 
to class. 


Judge Jesse Eschbach said 
federal law excludes needy chil­ 
dren over 18 who are not at­ 
tending school, but does not 
state a definite policy for those 
under 18. He said that federal 
court is extremely limited in 
testing state welfare legislation 
for its constitutionality. 
The decision came in a case 
filed last November by legal 
services attorney Ivan Boden- 
steiner of Fort Wayne. 
The suit was filed for George 
F. and Virginia Carpenter and 
their three minor children. 
The action said Aid to De­ 
pendent Children benefits were 
stopped because Debra Carpen­ 
ter, 
16, 
was 
not 
attending 
chool. 
Judge Eschbach said that un­ 
der state rules, children be­ 
tween 16 and 18 have “an eco­ 
nomic 
incentive 
to 
stay 
in 
school. 
“The state undoubtedly has a 
legitimate interest in encour­ 
aging its citizens to obtain suf­ 
ficient education to qualify for 
employment which will permit 
them to be economically self- 
sufficient,” he said.
